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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1, 2, 5-12, 15, 17-31, 33, and 34 (renumbered claims 1-27) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 2, 6, and 33, the primary reason for allowance is that the prior art 
fails to teach or reasonably suggest a separating device configured to separate one line of light 
forming an optical image of an object, wherein the separating device includes a slit that separates 
the one line of the optical image of the object and an adjusting device that adjusts a position 
where the optical image of the object is incident upon the slit. In other words, a primary 
difference between the prior art and the applicant's invention is that the prior art focuses one 
pixel while the applicant's invention extracts one horizontal line of the image using the adjusting 
means and slit. 

As for claim 2 1 , the primary reason for allowance is that the prior art fails to teach or 
reasonably suggest that the synthesizing means includes a synthesizing prism for synthesizing 
the spectrum portions extracted by the extracting means.

3. In the footnote on page 12 of the applicant's response, applicant states that the 
"separating means" and the "adjusting means" is not means-plus-function language. The 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Signtech USA, Ltd. v. Vuteck, Inc., 174 F.3d 1352, 1356, 50 
USPQ2d 1372, 1374-75 (Fed. Cir. 1999) ruled that and "ink delivery means" is means-plus- 
function language. Thus, it is the Examiner's interpretation that the claimed "separating means" 
and "adjusting means" is interpreted as means-plus-function language under 35 U.S.C 112, sixth 
paragraph.
